Contributions  To  Churches 
Reach  Record  High 


NEW  YORK  (RNS)  —  Con¬ 
tributions  for  all  purposes  to  47 
Protestant  and  two  Eastern  Or¬ 
thodox  communions  in  the  U.  3 
reached  a  record  total  of  $1,687,- 
621,729  in  the  past  year,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  K.  Thompson, 
executive  director  of  the  Nation¬ 
al  Council  of  Churches  depart¬ 
ment  of  stewardship  and  ben 
evolence,  reported  here. 

The  figure  represents  an  In¬ 
crease  of  nearly  $151,000,000 
over  the  previous  year. 

Highest  per  member  giving 
in  the  United  States,  he  said, 
was  recorded  by  the  Wesleyan 
Methodist  Church  whose  per 
capita  total  contributions  am¬ 
ounted  to  $176.91.  Seventh-day 
Adventists  were  second  with 
$173.94,  the  Brethren  in  Christ 
third  with  $127.51,  and  the 
Church  of  the  Nazarene  fourth 
with  $124  71. 

Next  in  order  were  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Mission  Covenant 
Church  of  America  $124.15,  the 
Orthodox  Presbyterian  Church 
$106  56,  the  Conference  of  the 
Evangelical  Mennonite  Church 
$104.02,  and  the  Church  of  God 
(Anderson,  Ind.)  $102.58.-

That  decision  was  released 
follow  ing  a  ruling  by  City  At¬ 
torney  J.  Elliott  Drlnard  that 
revenue-producing  property  of 
r.on-profit  groups  and  build¬ 
ings  used  for  the  administra¬ 
tive  offices  for  a  denomination 
or  diocese  would  not  be  exempt 
from  taxation  starting  Jan.  1. 

Asked  if  the  new  tax  policy 
could  lead  to  the  board  build¬ 
ing  its  new  headquarters  in 
another  city,  L.  Howard  Jen¬ 
kins,  board  president,  said  that 
might  be  the  result 

"My  personal  opinion  is  that 
we'd  be  welcomed  by  many 
cities  in  the  South,”  he  said. 

Mr.  Jenkins  said  that  if  the 
board  complied  with  the  city 
attorney's  ruling  it  would  be 
the  only  Southern  Baptist  agen¬ 
cy  paying  real  estate  taxes. 

This  would  be  objectionable, 
he  explained,  not  only  because 
of  the  expense  of  tax  payments 
but  because  it  might  be  dif¬ 
ficult  to  justify  such  expense 
to  members  of  the  denomina¬ 
tion  when  there  are  other 
Southern  cities  which  would 
give  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  tax-exempt  status. 

Mr.  Jenkins  said  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  voted  in  Octo¬ 
ber  to  erect  a  new  office  build¬ 
ing  here  to  replace  its  present 
headquarters.  He  said  the  new 
building  would  be  much  lar¬ 
ger  because  a  substantial  ex¬ 
pansion  of  staff  is  contemplat¬ 
ed  during  the  next  few  years 
as  the  board  intensifies  its 
missionary  work  abroad. 

The  board's  attorney  recently 
appeared  before  the  City  Plan¬ 
ning  Commission  for  a  hear¬ 
ing  on  a  rezoning  ordinance 
that  would  permit  the  build¬ 
ing  to  be  erected  at  the  pro¬ 
posed  site.  The  attorney  said 
that,  in  view  of  the  tax  ques¬ 
tion,  the  board  would  like  to 
defer  action  on  the  zoning  pro¬ 
posal.  The  commission  agreed. 

The  board  headquarters 
building  is  one  of  14  formerly 
tax  free  properties  affected  by 
the  city's  order.  Baptist  offi¬ 
cials  did  not  indicate  whether 
they  plan  to  lodge  an  appeal 
with  the  courts.  They  said  the 
board  will  consider  the  matter 
at  its  Dec.  10  meeting.

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A  Reasonable  Request;  It  Should  Be  Heeded 


Recently  most  of  the  pastors  of 
Grenada  County  prepared  a  letter 
containing  some  requests.  These  re¬ 
quests  are  reasonable  and  wise.  Al¬ 
though  they  are  prepared  primari¬ 
ly  for  Grenada  County  conditions, 
the  same  conditions  exist  through¬ 
out  the  state  and  we  are  giving 
them  publicity  with  the  hope  that 
anyone  to  whom  any  of  these  con¬ 
ditions  apply  will  give  heed  to 
these  reasonable  requests. 

The  text  of  the  requests  is  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

“Knowing  that  you  and  the  fel- 
lowmembers  of  your  organization 
are  organized  for  the  purpose  of 
contributing  positively  to  the  life 
of  not  only  your  members  but  eth¬ 
ers  who  are  influenced  by  them 
and  the  community  as  a  whole,  we 
are  asking  that  you  give  considera¬ 
tion  to  some  requests  coming  from 
the  Pastors  of  most  of  the  Church¬ 
es  in  Grenada  County. 

“We  share  with  you  the  grave  re¬ 
sponsibilities  of  molding  public 
opinion  through  positive  coopera¬ 
tion  with  worthy  activities  and, 
whenever  necessary,  negatively 
evaluating  those  which  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  Bible  principles  prove  un¬ 
worthy.  It  is  because  of  this  that 
we  are  making  certain  requests  of 
any  suggestions  to  our  fellow-citi¬ 
zens.  Please  read  these  to  your 
members  and  urge  their  evaluation 
and  cooperation: 

I.  In  the  matter  of  fund-raising.

Another  associational  season  is 
over.  Associations  all  over  the  state 
held  their  annual  meeting  in  Sep¬ 
tember  and  October. 

;  There  seemed  to  be  a  general 
feeling  of  optimism  coma  rning 
Baptist  work. 

We  could  not  attend  all  the  asso¬ 
ciations,  but  those  that  we  did  at¬ 
tend  were  free  from  carping  critics 
and  perpetual  faultfinding.  To  be 
sure,  there  were  things  that  needed 
improving,  but  no  one  seemed  in¬ 
terested  in  killing  the  work  in  or¬ 
der  to  cure  some  minor  defect. 

As  always,  the  moderators  and 
the  people  were  courteous  to  the 
Baptist  Record  and  to  those  who 
represented  it.  We  now  make  a 
motion,  second  it.  and  pass  it  unan¬

3.  In  scheduling  meetings  and 
activities,  please  do  not  violate  the 
Lord’s  Day,  and  since  most  Church¬ 
es  have  a  Wednesday  nigl.'.  service, 
it  is  urgently  requested  that  no  one 
(Youth  groups  or  otherwise)  be 
taken  away  from  their  religious 
responsibility  on  that  night. 

4  In  any  organizational  meeting 
or  function,  please  do  not  allow  any 
activities  to  be  participated  in  or 
any  product  to  be  dispernsed  for 
sale  or  without  cost  which  violate 
local  or  state  laws. 

“We  reiterate  that  we  have  no 
authority  over  any  of  Gar  congre¬ 
gations  or  these  outside,  but  feel¬ 
ing  our  Godgiven  responsibility  we 
humbly  make  these  as  recommen¬ 
dations  and  requests  to  our  fellow- 
citizens. 

“In  line  with  these  suggestions, 
we  offer  our  personal  cooperation 
in  all  worthy  indeavors  undertaken 
for  the  good  of  our  people.” 

This  letter  was  signed  by  sixteen 
pastors,  whole  pastorates  include 
five  denominational  groups.

Arc  Reports  Useless? 

A  reader  writes  to  complain  a- 
bout  what  he  calls  over-emphasis 
on  reports  and  statistics  concern¬ 
ing  enrolment,  attendance,  con¬ 
tacts  and  so  many  other  unimport¬ 
ant  details.  “I  am”,  says  he,  “ap¬ 
palled  at  the  pride  and  boastful¬ 
ness,  or  sadness  and  reproachful¬ 
ness  which  I  see  exhibited  in  our 
churches  and  newspapers."  (By 
newspapers  he  probably  means  the 
Baptist  stale  papers.) 

Space  limitations  prevent  quot¬ 
ing  the  brother  in  detail  but  here 
are  a  few  sentences: 

“As  a  worker  in  the  denomina¬ 
tion  for  several  years  on  the  con¬ 
vention-wide,  local  church,  or 
group  level,  I  have  always  been 
interminably  swamped  with  forms 
to  be  filled  out  in  duplicate,  tripli¬ 
cate,  or  multipjicate.  The  time  that 
is  wasted  in  calculating,  approxi¬ 
mating,  inr  estimating  the  tedious 
“vital’  sfatrfctictrrequested  could  be 
used  very  effectively  in  the  Lord's 
work.  The  results  would,  after  all 
this  effort,  be  absolutely  worthless 
for  gauging  the  value  of  the  work 
which  1  had  done  —  except  per¬ 
haps  as  it  increases  a  bit  the  proud 
report  of  numbers  which  is  stashed 
away  in  some  remote  filing  cabi¬ 
net.  Wopld  I  be  considered  a  fail¬ 
ure  _  or  less  effective  Christian 


worker  —  for  having  made  no  re¬ 
port,  or  if  the  numerical  statistic 
had  been  only  one?  Or  a  success  — 
or  greater  asset  —  had  the  record 
bristled  with  numbers  of  three  or 
more  digits?  I  feel  that  we  actually 
serve  Christ  less  effectively  by  giv¬ 
ing  so  much  attention  to  numbers.” 

We  cannot  agree  with  his  con¬ 
clusions.  Things  that  are  worth¬ 
while  are  worth  recording.  We  do 
know  that  reports  help.  We  recall 
that  as  a  pastor  we  asked  the 
teachers  and  department  superint¬ 
endents  of  the  Sunday  school  to 
make  a  report  at  the  weekly  teach¬ 
ers  meeting  of  the  number  of  visits 
made  to  absentees  and  to  prospec¬ 
tive  pupils.  Immediately  upon  the 
inauguration  of  this  plan  we  noted 
an  improvement  in  attendance,  en¬ 
rollment  and  in  the  visits  made  by 
the  various  workers.  It  paid  rich 
dividends.  When  a  person  knows 
that  he  is  going  to  be  called  upon 
to  report  his  work,  he  will  do 
something  to  report. 

It  requires  a  lot  of  papier  work 
for  a  bank  to  keep  track  of  the  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  various  depositors  but 
I  would  not  care  for  my  small  ac¬ 
count  to  be  with  a  bank  that  kept 
no  records.  Records  work  both 
ways.  It  enables  the  bank  to  know 
if  the  account  is  in  good  shape  and 
it  helps  to  check  on  any  who  would 
misappropriate  funds. 

It  requires  a  lot  of  time  to  keep 
track  of  the  monies  received  in  the 
Convention  Board  office  but  it  is 
worth  every  cent  it  costs.  A  few 
years  ago  a  preacher  in  south  Mis¬ 
sissippi  was  asked  by  the  church 
treasurer  on  three  successive  first 
Mondays  to  bring  the  money  which 
the  church  had  for  the  Cooperative 
Program  to  the  Convention  Board 
office.  He  gladly  agreed. 

But  when  the  repiort  of  the 
churches  was  published  in  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Record,  there  was  no  record  of 
any  money  from  that  church.  The 
treasurer  investigated  and  within 
two  weeks  the  church  was  pastor- 
less.  Making  a  report  paid  off. 

Business  concerns  find  it  profi¬ 
table  to  have  reports  from  thqir 
workers.  It  enables  the  executives 


to  spot  weak  points,  get  square  pegs 
out  of  round  holes  and  get  an  over¬ 
all  picture  of  the  whole  operation. 

Evidently  God  thinks  well  of  re¬ 
ports  and  numbers.  He  tells  us  that 
he  numbers  the  hairs  of  our  head. 

In  Psalms  87:6  we  read.  “The 
Lord  shall  count  when  he  writeth 
up  the  people  that  this  man  was 
born  there.”  Evidently  God  believ¬ 
es  in  records.  We  read  elsewhere 
about  the  Lamb's  Book  of  Life  We 
are  told  that  rewards  come  because 
of  deeds  done  in  the  body.  Without 
records  how  -will  God  pass  out  the 
rewards? 

In  another  place  we  read  that 
“Every  one  of  us  shall  give  an  ac¬ 
count  of  himself  to  God.'  That  will 
proably  be  an  oral  report,  but  re¬ 
port  it  will  be 

No  sparrow  falls  without  God 
knowing  it. 

And  we  are  also  warned  that  we 
are  to  be  accountable  for  every  Idle 
word.  That  indicates  that  some¬ 
body  is  making  a  record.

Mississippi  University  Acquires 
Ancient  Biblical  Manuscripts 


UNIVERSITY.  Miss  (RNS) — 
The  library  of  the  University 
of  Mississippi  announced  here 
it  has  acquired  two  ancient 
Biblical  manuscripts  the  study 
of  which  is  expected  to  throw 
considerable  light  on  early 
Christian  theology. 

One  is  on  parchment,  the 
other  on  papyrus.  Written  in 


Coptic,  the  ancient  Egyptian 
language,  the  manuscripts  en- 
the  books  of  Jeremiah, 


compass 
Lamentations,  Jonah,  and  Jude, 
an  epistle  of  St.  Peter,  and  the 
lost  treatises  on  Easter  by  Bis¬ 
hop  Melito  of  Sardis,  a  second 
century  Church  father. 

The  parchment  manuscript  is 
believed  to  be  even  older  than 
the  noted  Yonan  Codex,  now 
in  the  Library  of  Congress  at 
Washington,  which  dates  from 
the  5th  or  6th  century  of  the 
Christian  era. 

The  one  on  papyrus  is  believ¬ 
ed  to  date  from  the  3rd  or  4th 
century,  which  would  make  it 
one  of  the  oldest  books  in  ex¬ 
istence.  Its  100  pages  are  bound 
in  a  single  quire. 

Purchase  of  the  two  manu- 
scripts  was  made  possible 
through  a  private  organization 
called  Friends  of  the  Library.

Receiving  III  Convert 

Question:  The  pastor  of  our 
Baptist  church  visited  a  man 
who  has  lived  a  very  wicked  1 
life  but  who  recently  became 
ill.  This  man  privately  ex-, 
plained  to  the  pastor  that  he 
joined  a  rural  Baptist  church 
years  ago  but  due  to  the  church 
having  no  baptistry  he  never 
was  baptized.  The  pastor  pre¬ 
sented  his  name  and  the  church 
voted  to  receive  him  into  full 
fellowship  of  the  church  upon 
his  becoming  able  to  receive 
baptism,  even  though  the  mem 
ber  was  not  present  and  never 
niade  a  public  confession  of 
his  faith  to  the  church.  Was 
this  case  handled  according  to 
the  doctrines  of  the  Baptist 
church? 

Answer:  Your  pastor  was 
right  If  an  individual  is  not 
able  to  be  present  in  a  church 
service,  there  Is  no  objection  to 
receiving  him  in  his  absence. 
There  is  no  example  in  the 
New  Testament  of  such  a  case, 
but  it  is  in  line  with  the  spirit 
and  teachings  of  the  Bible. 

Such  a  person  received  for 
baptism  is  not  'a  member  of 
the  church  until  he  is  baptized 
But  he  is  “under  the  watch-care 
of  the  church"  and  can  be 
looked  after  by  the  membership 
until  such  time  as  he  is  well 
enough  to  be  baptized.  It  seems 
to  me  that  Christ  would  have 
done  this.
